The security forces have wrapped 
up the three major anti-Arab Jewish 
terrorist actions of the last four years 

— the bombing of the West Bank 
mayors, the attack in the Islamic 
University of Hebron. and jast 
week's bus-bombing attempt -- and 
have uncovered other criminal ac- 
tions by the conspiracy arrested 
since last Friday. 

More arrests are expected. But 
the key elements, based on confes- 
sions ~some verbal and some written 
— have already enabled the security 
forces and police to begin preparing 
indictments in consultation with the 
attorney-general and district attor- 
neys. 

Several arrested suspects have 
confessed to the attack on the West 
Bank mayors in June 1980, in which 
two mayors and a police sapper were 
crippled. At least two other suspects 
have confessed and reconstructed 
for police last summer's Islamic Uni- 
versity attack, in which four persons 
were killed and about three dozen 
wounded during ἃ submachine gua 
and grenade assault a month after 

: the stabbing murder of Hebron 
yeshiva student Aharon Gross. 


The police and security forces also 
have full documentation of the 
bombing attempt on five Arab- 
owned buses last Friday. 

In addition to these three cases, 


_ the police and security forces have 


uncovered arms caches, and a failed 
bombing attempt on a Hebron mos- 
que. 

The Jerusalem Post has jearned 
that the attorney general has begun 
consultations with the investigators 
to prepare indictments against at 
least seven sus; 6 

In the wake of last night's revela- 
tions about the West Bank mayors’ 
case, the processing of more indict- 
ments will begin shortly. 

The charges include, depending 
on the suspect involved, murder, 
attempted murder, accessory to 
murder, and conspiracy, as well as 
lesser felonies such as illegal posses- 
sion of weapons and explosives. 

It is not known whether the sus- 
pects are also to be charged with 
belonging to a hostile organization 
on the basis of the Mandatory 
emergency regulations under which 
they were originally arrested. 

Police sources said yesterday that 
more arrests are possible. Among 
those in custody are a man from

Karnei Shomron, an Israel Defence 
Forces officer from the Hebron area, 
and several middle-ranking officers 
from elite combat units. 

Lawyers for a dozen of the sus- 
pects yesterday dropped their appeal 
to the High Court of Justice for a 
Tuling to enable them to meet their 
clients after the court appeared to 
accept the state’s argument that 
“anyway several of the suspects are 
being permitted to meet their 
lawyers." 

Justices Menahem Elon. Dov 
Levin and Shlomo Levin suggested 
to attorneys Elyakim Ha’erzni. 
David Rotem and Eli Bruchin that 
they wait until tomorrow, when the 
seven-day police order forbidding 
Taeetings between the attorneys and 
their clients expires. 

At that time, the police have the 
authority to renew the ban on meet- 
ings.

Woman terrorist 
killed near Tyre

METULLA. - A woman terrorist 
was shot and kilfed by an Israel 
Defence Forces patrol and her male 
accomplice was seriously wounded 
as the pair was planting a large 
explosive device by the side of a road 

south of Tyre yesterday. 

This is the second time in less than 
ἃ week that a pair of terrorists has 
been caught in the act of setting up 8 
roadside bomb and killed on the spot 
by the IDF. 

in another attempted attack 
against the IDF yesterday south of 
Sidon, three residents of the area 
were wounded by a hand grenade 
thrown at an Israeli position. No 
Israeli soldiers were hurt. The 
wounded Lebanese were taken to a 
local hospital,

Diplomatic 
efforts

Diplomatic efforts to secure the 
return of the three Israelis siezed by 
Syrian forces in Lebanon have “been 
getting almost nowhere,” The Jeru- 
Salem Post learned last night. 

The Past was told that efforts are 
being made at many levels to estab- 
lish indirect contact with the Syrians 
to begin negotiations. but that thus 
far no contact has been made. 

Meanwhile. Israeli officials are in 
contact with a wide range of poten- 
tial intermediaries. including fac- 
tions close to the Syrians in Leba- 
non. international organizations, in- 
dividuals and countries other than 
Lebanon and the U.S. -- both of 
which have been singled out as the 
two parties Israel is working with. 

In the defence establishment 
yesterday. every effart was being 
made to impress on the Syrians that 
the three were not on any military 
mission. as alleged earlier in the day 
by Radio Damascus. 

Defence sources emphatically de- 
nied that the three were on anything 
other than a tourist trip of the area 
north of Junieh, and had made a 
navigational error. 

At the Foreign Ministry. officials 
said that the fact that the Lebanese 
had abrogated the May 17 agree- 
ment that had allowed the Israeli 
legation to be on Lebanese soil did 
not mean that the legation was there 
illegally. or that the Lebanese gov- 
ernment could dissociate itself from 
responsibility for Israeli nationals on 
Lebanese sail. 

Though the “dead” agreement 
had articulated the function of the 
Israeli legation, the presence of the 
office was not conditional on the 
agreement. The liaison office had 
been in Lebanon with Lebanese gov- 
emment sanction before the May 17 
accords, and is independent of the 
Status of the May 17 agreement, they 
said.

TEL AVIV. -- The three mem- 
bers of the Israeli liaison office 
near Beirut captured in north 
Lebanon on Tuesday have been 
transferred to Syria, Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir re- 
vealed yesterday. 

He reported the development 
to journalists at the Hilton Hotel 
here, after announcing that 
Israel “holds the government of 
Syria responsible for their secur- 
ity and safety . . . .

Sharonites in strong bid 


in Herut ballot today

TEL AVIV. — Political observers 
will be watching late tonight to see 
how many of Arie] Sharon's suppor- 
ters are elected to the first 35 slots in 
the Herut slate of Knesset candi- 
dates. Nearly 1,000 Herut central 
committee members will cast secret 
ballots to pick the candidates. whom 
they will rank in five more secret 
ballots on May 9. 

There will be no final decision in 
the contest for Herut’s second slot 
tonight. That decision will come next 
week, when each candidate is 
assigned a specific place on the 
Herat list by the central committee 
members. 

Many of Sharon’s opponents in 
Herut believe his bid for the second 
slot is a political smokescreen. They 
think he wishes to pack the

He calculates that he will 
thus be able to back his demands for 
power, influence and possibly port-

Some Herut sources. including 
many of Sharon's most fervid oppo- 
nents, predict that he will succeed 
since, unlike his adversaries. headed 
by Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
and Deputy Premier David Levy. he 
is campaigning energetically and his

Tehiya averts split, gives 
Geula Cohen 3rd slot on list

Absorption of Ethiopians called unplanned

Uri Gordon, the head of Youth 
Aliya, says that the absorption of 
Ethiopian Jews lacks planning coor- 
dination. 

Addressing educators in Tel Aviv 
this week, Gordon said it was vital’to 
establish a. joint staff representing 
the government, the Jewish Agency, 
and τε πίοι of Local Authorities 
to decide on an absorption policy for 
the Ethiopian olim. 

The joint staff would decide where 
the olim should be sent, taking into 
account employment opportunities, 
appropriate schools, housing availa- 
bility. and opportunities for social 
absorption. 

The move to Israel, Gordon said, 
takes the olim from the 16th century 
to the 20th, and the sudden change 
throws some of them into deep 
culture-shock.

4 suspects remanded 
in woman’s murder 
HAIFA (Itim). — Four suspects were 
remanded this week by the Haifa 
Magistrates Court in the 1982 kid- 
napping and murder of 22-year-old 
Daina Carmon.

Avrushmi informer leaves country 


Amos Shengloff. a witness who 
gave key testimony. in the trial of 
Yona Avrushmi for the murder of 
Peace Now demonstrator Emil 
Grunzweig, left the country earlier 
this week. after receiving half of the 
reward promised to any person giv- 
ing information leading to the arrest 
of Grunzweig's killer. 

Shengloff's departure was re- 
vealed yesterday by police Nitzav- 
Mishne Baruch Meir. head of the 
special investigation team in the 
Grunzweig case testifying in the 
murder trial. 


Meir said that the request to give 
the reward to Shengloff, an under- 
world figure who had worked for the 
police, came from the Jerusalem 
Police District. The decision to give 
Shengloff only half of the reward 
offered was made in a discussion 
with National Police investigations 
division chief Nitzav Yehezkel 
Carthy. 

Shengioff sold a grenade to 
Avnushmi. which the prosecution 
says Avrushmi used to kill Grunz- 
weig. 

Meir's testimony focused on tech- 
nical aspects of how the police iden- 
tified the tvpe of grenade used in the 
attack on the Peace Now demonstra- 
tion in February 1983. 

In response to a question by de- 
fence attorney Itamar Hacohen. 
Meir said the police had interrogated 
about 30 witnesses identified in the 
hundreds of photographs takcen at 
the demonstration.

30 hurt in huge Chilean May Day rally 


In Honduras, more than 20,000 
Protesters chanting anti-American 
slogans marched through Tegucigal- 
pa to mark May Day. It was the 
largest protest march in Honduras in 
Tecent years. and leftist orators de- 
nounced the government of Presi- 
dent Roberto Suazo Cordova for 
allowing a growing U.S. military 
presence in the country. 

In Poland, Solidarity activists. en- 
couraged by successful May Day 
demonstrations that fed to clashes 
with riot police in several cities, were 
preparing yesterday for another 
round of anti-government protest 
today. 

The day is the anniversary of Po- 
land's 1791 democratic constitution 
and an emotive focus for both the 
banned free-trade union and the 
Communist regime. 


The rally was viewed as among the 
largest and most militant against 
Pinochet. The organizers said the 
purpose was to rally support for a 
national strike that would weaken 
the army commandet’s power. 

The Workers Command, which 
says it represents most of Chile's one 
million unionized workers, has 
vowed to call a strike within 90 days 
and a day of national protest May 11. 
the anniversary of last year's first 
widespread demonstrations against 
Pinochet's economically troubled 
Tegime. 

Seeking to defuse labour unrest, 
Pinochet announced Tuesday he 
would study changes in the labour 
code — such as strengthening collec- 
tive bargaining agreements -- and 
make Chile's 18 per cent unemploy- 
ment rate a top priority. 


SANTIAGO (AP) -- Riot police 
fired shotgun pellets. tear gas and 
water cannon at hundreds of rock- 
throwing demonstrators Tuesday on 
the fringes of a huge outdoor rally by 
labour foes of Chile's military gov- 
emment. 

The authorities said at least 30 per-

+ percent last year. The self-employed 
_ paid 18.4 per cent of all taxes in 
“1982/3. and this proportion rose to 
19.7 per cent last year. 


Neiger denied there was any 
slump in tax collection. He said that 
the Total revenue from taxes and 
levies came to some 1$423 billion last 
year. Tax revenue alone totalled 
15393b.. only 2 per cent less than in 
1982/83. 

Neiger explained that the drop in 
tax revenue from companies was the 
result of the Taxation Under Infla- 
tion Law, and of the losses suffered 
py business firms in the stock mar- 

εἴ. 

“Everything considered,” the 
commissioner said, 1983/84 was a 
successful year.” By the end of this 
March 76 per cent of all self- 
employed and 50 per cent of all. 
companies had filed their returns 
for fiscal 1983/84. This is consider- 
ably less than the rate achieved in 
March 1983, when 83 per cent of the 
self-employed and 76 per cent of ail 
companies had filed, he added. But 
given the difficulties involved in ap~ 
plying the new tax laws it was a good 
rate, he explained. 


' US. oil imports lowest in 12 years 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — U.S. 

* :oil imports in 1983 fell for the sixth 
consecutive year to a 12-year low. as 
overall energy consumption de- 
-clined for the fourth year running. 

, the Energy Information Administra- 
+00 (EIA) said yesterday. 


In its annual energy review, the 
U.S. Energy Department agency 
said net oil imports last year declined 
_ Slightly, to 4.2 million barrels per 
day, half their 1977 peak, while 


domestic output was unchanged at 
10.2 million. 

Only 12 per cent of the 15.2m. 
barrels of oil used each day in the 
U.S. last year came from Opec. 
compared with 34 per cent in 1973. 
the report said. 

Oil consumption and overall ener- 
gy use both slipped by 0.7 per cent 
last year, despite gains in economic 
activity and weaker oil prices. The 
consumption drop resulted largely 
from gains in conservation.

In a longer view of things, the 
Jatest act of terror is yet another 
demonstration of the damage done 
to Israel by the occupation of the 
West Bank and Gaza. The occupa- 
tion is a cancer; insidiously, it per- 
verts and corrupts, until one day we 
wake up and find ourselves putrid. 

For those who still insist on seeing: 
the bus sabotage attempt as the 
isolated act of a mad minority, that 
day has yet to come. 

Tt may seem fanciful to link the 
carnage on Israel's roads with Jewish 
terror on the West Bank — but both 
grow from the assumption that the 
Israeli citizen knows better than the 
law that binds him. It may seem 


Their delicacy is touching. The 
houses of those arrested will presum- 
ably not be blown up. as have the 
houses of suspected Arab terrorists 
prior to their being convicted in 
court. The police will presumably 
not call a flamboyant press confer- 
ence to announce the “solving™ of 
the crime, as they did in the case of 
Yona Avrushmi, suspected of killing 
Peace Now activist Emil Grunzweig. 

The arrests are undoubtedly an 
embarrassment to the government, 
encompassing as they do the cream 
of settler society.

The three men. taking advantage of the May 1 holiday in 
Lebanon. drove north and unwittingly found themselves be- 
tween Lebanese Army and Syrian army checkpoints.
